Managua, Nicaragua, May 15.— 
(AP)—A rebel band terribly mis­ 
treated the wife of an American 
named Miller at his plantation on 
the River Coco, near the hast 
coast, in revenge for information 
he had given the Marine forces, it 
was 
learned 
from belated dis­ 
patches reaching here yesterday. 
Miller was awry from home 
when the rebels tame to seek him. 
They assaulted Mrs. Miller, carried 
(AT everything of value and then 
generally wrecked the plantation. 
So atrocious were the acts com­ 
mitted against the wife and prop­ 
erty of Miller that the entire lower 
river district was incensed at the 
savagery of tho rebels. 
It is not 
known whether Mrs. Miller is also 
an American. 
Pillage Villages 
The rebel band first appeared on 
the Coco River .at hang Sang in 
the middle of April. 
They began 
general pillaging of villages. They 
took all 
merchandise and $500 
from the store of Abraham Mar­ 
tinez and from the stere* of Jose 
IJeset, a Cuban, they took mer­ 
chandise valued at more than $2000 
betides his cattle and a gasoline 
boat. 
The smaller merchants were also 
raided and their supplies, boats 
and

taken. 
The rebels seized all river 
craft on learning trat the Marines 
were planning to ascend the* Coco 
River to cut them off from sup­ 
plies in that district.
